§ The text of the new regulations reads 
fs follows:

Collectors ‘were advised. in Mimeo- 
Sraph Coll. No. 3249 to open the 
original tax Hsts covering 1923 income 
tax returns for public inspection. This 
step was taken in order to obviate 
the necessity for preparing typewrit- 
ten lists of names and addresses of 
taxpayers: for inspection, in the be 
lief that--a substantial saving to the 
Government would: be ‘effect 

Experience has demonstrated that 
poe are many who desire to see the 
ists for no obvious. reason. is, 

erefore, neces ont. that careful super- 
vision of the pub — section of the 
Revenue act be made in order that the 
work of posting payments to the lists, 
Eprerios bills, -notices and demands 

tax, and warrants of distraint may 
not be delayed. It 4s essential that the 
December bills be prepared and ready 
for maalting on Dec. 1, and that all de- 
mand notices for delinquent taxpayers 
be mailed promptly.

“Just now,’ Justice Ford said, “‘Amer- 
ica is flooded with books, magazines, 
pamphiets, pictures ‘and fugitive prints 
which not merely offend decency but 
actually teach revolting forms of immor- 
ality to American children. The centre 
of distribution is in the City of New 
York,: whence is disseminated 85 per 


cént. of all this vile stuff which is cir- |‘ 


culated throughout the: country. Some 
States, like Massachusetts, for example, 
enforce their anti-obscenity statutes ef- 
fectively. Yet these States are not fully 
protected so long as the principal source 
of supply in New York State pours forth 
- huge volume of immorality unhin- 


‘True, the National Government has 
excellent statutes barring immoral prints 
from interstate commerce and importa- 
tion from abroad, and those statutes are 
rigidly enforced against those who are 
caught violating thems. But the ma- 
chinery is lackt for full enforcement. 
State lines would need to be policed 
from end to end to prevent printed 
obscenity from crossing them, and when 
the bootlegger can successfully carry on 
his illicit traffic notwithstanding the 
vigilance of an army of Federal custom 
officials, the booklegger, can do likewise. 

“The purpose of the Clean Books 
is merely to amend the statutes 
Testore the test endorsed by 
the ‘Court of Appeals in 1884 and applied 
by all the courts in the United States 
and of all otner States and countries un- 
der Anglo-Saxon institution.

Recognizé Visas Held by Retu- 
gees Now In Distress. 





A. picture of the life of the Jew in 
Bastern Europe was yesterday painted 
by Louis Marshall of the Emergency 
Committee .on Jewish Refugees, in a 
radio talk broadcast Jast night from 
tation WGBS. In his address Mr. 

arshall told of the suffering endured 
by 50,000 refugees stranded in European 
seaports and Cuba., The ,Emergency 
Committee on. Jewish Refugees, of which 
he and Dr. Stephen S. Wise are joint 
Chairmen, is endeavoring 


Europe beford and during the war. 

“But even when the armistice had put 
Jan end ‘to fighting in the field,” he 
continued, ‘“‘the curtain once more rose 
upon a carnival of massacres of which 
| the Jews were the victims, upon po- 
groms and mass murders, upon theft 
and pillage, upon the most abominable 
indignities and atrocities by ,which the 
Jews alone were martyred; and then 
came famine and typhus’ and every 
imaginable form of oppression, while 
the sky above was devoid of every 
gleam of Nght, except that reflected 
from the beckoning finger of America. 

‘“But, alas, even that vision  disap- 
peared. The doors of opportunity which 
had remained open for a century and 
which had enabled God-fearing men and 
women to seek their happiness on our 
blessed soil, which they had enriched 
by their labor, their industry, their love, 
their cuiture and their patriotic devo- 
tion, were slammed in their faces. 


Barred by. Quota Law. 


“The quota law was enacted, ~which 
arbitrarily limited the numbers of those 
who would be received, and finally, less 
than five months ago, a restriction on 
immigration was imposed, 
that, of all people in the world who most 
needed a new and hopeful environment, 
the Jews of Eastern Europe were de- 
prived of that last hope. 

“‘When the law went into effect up- 
ward of eight thousand Jews from. Rus- 
sia, Poland, Galicia and Rumania had, 
in compliance with our laws, secured 
Passports which had received the visas 
of American Consuls acting lawfully in 
‘accordance with our statutes, which were 
reasonably supposed by the bearers. to 
constitute a grant of the right of entry 
into the United Stages provided they 
were mentally, morally and physically 
fit. They scraped together their last be- 
ilongings in order to secure their trans- 
i portation tickets... They left their homes, 
‘and when they ‘Wid so they practically 
forfeited the right to return. 

“They reached the ports of embarka- 
tion, and there, for the first time, they 
were informed either that the quotas 
;under the previous law had mn ex- 
hausted or that under the new law they 
were so limited that they could not be 
permitted to sail. And now they are ma- 
rooned in ranges e lands with nothing but

GOOD SO FAR AS IT GOES. 

Speaker Macuowp believes that .the 
Legislature should make permanent 
the 25 per cent. cut-in personal 
income taxes which the last Legis- 
lature, upon Governor SMiIrTn’s sug- 
gestion, allowed each income tax 
payer to make for himself in regard 
to 1923 incomes payable before April 
15, 1924. The Republicans at Albany 
Were lukewarm. about the Governor’s 
proposal for some weeks. The ma- 
jority of the inépme tax payers live in 
cities. There was sapient prattle 
about ‘the rich.” Something must 
be done for the farmer and the Repub- 
Iican Party.

iu THE NEW YORK FRANCHISE TAX. 


+ The decision of the Supreme -Court 
on the New York franchise tax-for the 
privilege of doing business in the State 
turned largely upon the method | of 
assessment. ~ ‘Ale brewed in England 
and sold partly in New ‘York’ was the 
‘source of profits to which the tax was 
‘to: be_ proportioned. - It already had 
been decidéd that a-tax based upon 
profits earned in part outside the State 
was valid. It is obvious that a tax 
upon profits of a past year is not ex- 
ne | clusion from doing busitiess within the 
State. As regards the assessment of 
the tax, the court finds that the State 
was “justified in attributing to’ New 
York a just proportion of the profits,”’ 
and did not agree “ that the statutory 


= “method of apportionment has pro- 


“‘ duce an unreasonable result.” The 
fact that the taxpayer may not haye 
been taxable under the Federal Incore 
Tax law has nothing to do with the 
New York tax. A désire to do business 
in a future year was no reason for 
exemption from the tax because of 
lack of profits in a preceding year. 
Albany telegrams say that the deci- 


‘sion saves the State from refunding 


$300,000,000 “assessed under the 
Emerson Income Tax law of 1917.” 
The ircome tax and the franchtse 
tax were both levied about the same 
time, but were distinct statutes. The 
franchise tax could have been avoided 
by refraining from = doing business 
within the State. The privilege was 
certainly worth paying for.if taxable 
profits resulted. The State at the time 
of enacting the tax“had lost $20,000,- 
000 in liquor taxes, and war expenses 
necessitated larger: revenues, without 
unduly burdening real estate. That 
was the chief motive for levying 
special taxes. 


WOOD WASTE. 

The principal subject of discussion 
at .the Conference on Utilization of 
Forest Products that meets today in 
Washington is the elimination of waste 
in the manufacture and consumption 
of the products of our forests. It is 
the hope of the Government that an 
anti-waste. campaign may become an 
effective ally of the conservation 
movement which has as its objects the 
protection .of existing timber stands 
and. the reforestation of cut-over and 
burned lands. In one sense it is only 
supplemental to those efforts, since it 
has to do primarily with the.con- 
sumptioh ,of forest products. But ft 
also has a direct bearing on conserva- 
tion owing to the possibility which it 
offers of checking the growing de- 
mand for increasing quantities Uf 
timber products. i 

Waste is the great. enemy of con- 
servation. So near are we’ still to 
the pioneer days, when the country. 
was surfeited with natural resources 
and when woods and forests were so 
plentiful as to be actual handicaps to 
development and progress, that we 
have not yet thrown. off the frontiers- 
man’s point of view that liberality | 
verging . on wastefulness is . more 
praiseworthy than frugality. Ameri- 
cah travelers in Europe are amazed 
at the care with which every stick’ 
arid tree is cherished there, and look 
upon this as a form of stinginess 
which .fortunately is lacking in the 
United States. But so rapid has been 
the nation’s growth in the last haif 
century and so.ruthless the consump- 
tion of wood that the end is now in 
sight, and the time has come to de- 
mand the same ecqnomic use of our 
forest products as is made of ‘coal 


potential by-products. 

if the present rate of consumption 
continues unchecked, and no adequate 
efforts are made to protect and re- 
plant, the total remaining stand of 
timber, which is about one-third of the 
stand that covered the country when 
the first colonists arrived, will be con- 
sumed in little more than a genera- 
tion. According to the Department of 
‘Agriculture, which has issued an -‘en- 
lightening pamphlet on wood-waste 
prevention, nearly 80 per cent. of the 
annual drain on the forests could be 
‘saved if the present knowledge of e¢o- 
nomic production ‘and consumption 
were. utilized to-the full. Experiment 
and practice are expected’to show that 
a total annual saving of nearly twice 
that amount will ul “be pos- 
sible.

- But the’main 
thing: was that, though deep in the 
confidence of Presidents and of mem- 
bers of the Cabinet and of Congress- 
men, he was never known to betray a 
trust or to-violate the faith reposed in 
him. 

In these respects he was typical of 
the modern Washington correspon- 
dent. In other days, newspaper men 
at the capital’'may have been more 
ambitious to promote the fortunes of 
one statesman or another, and to make 
themselves an influence in party coun: 
ceils and a power in political move- 
ments affecting the whole country. 
But they never could have outstripped 
their successors at Washington in the 
fundamentals of personal integrity and 
entire trustworthine#s. None of ‘these: 
representatives of the press today 
would make a boast of the possession 
of those qualities. They would sim- 
ply say that such traits are essential 
to the work of a Washington corre- 
spondent. The more he knows the 
better; ‘the greater his, alertness and 

e keener his activity, the more use- 

he will be; but he would ruin his 
career and destroy himself if he did 
not prove, year after year, that he 
could keep a secret confided to him, 
that he would observe jedlously every 
official confidence, and that he would 
bear himself under all circumstances 
with the delicacy and honor expected 
of an officer and a gentléman. 

It is because the leading Washington | in 
torrespondents have. slowly built up 
for themselves -a secure reputation of 
this sort that they are held in high 
esteem by the public men: with whom 
they are brought intd frequent con- 
tact. It is by the display of character, 
not by doing favors, that they have 
earned thé appreciation in which, on 
fit® occasion, Washington ‘officialdom 
shows that it holds them. —

CASE TO THE JURY TODAY 


Defendant Again Swears That the 
Companion of Fighera Took His

At the close of the presentation of evi- 
dence yesterday inthe trial in- General 
Sessions of, Policeman Robert F. McAl- 
lister for shooting and killing ‘Vincent 
Fighera Aug, 13 last, at Manhattan Ave- 
nue and 115th Street, Judge .Rosalsky 
ruled that a first degree murder charge 
could not be considered by the jurors 
and ordered that they confine their -de- 
liberations to murder in the second de- 
gree or manslaughter in the first. or 
second degree. 

The Court's ruling came aftér Sydney 
Lash, McAllister’s lawyer, had asked for 
@ dismissal of the first degree murder 
indictment. 

“I see no deliberation or premeditation 
in the’ shooting ‘of Fighera,” Judge 
Rosalsky said. ‘‘It seems to me the evi- 
dence falis far short of witec ions or 
design.” — 


McAllister had been aides to a 
grilling ‘cross-examination by Assistant 
District Attorney McDonald, who dwelt 
at length 6n a ‘report which the police- 
man, known as the “flying cop,” be- 
cause of his having .been a champion 
runner, wrote in his police memorandum 
book. two days after the’ killing. The 
entry contained the statement that im- 
mediately before he shot Fighera the 
latter grabbed his club and made a 
movement with his right hand toward 
his hip pocket. indicating. he was about 
to draw a pistol.

Treasury officials declined. to esti-
